: . London, To-day. 
A reduction-of 158 tons in the 
weekly fisures brings the visible 
United ‘Kingdom tin stocks to 478 
tons, about only one week's con- 
sumption. Moreover, it is believed 
that about half -this is held to 
foreign account and consequently 
the position is even tighter than’ 
it appears, but the reduction has 
already -been discounted and the 
demand for cash tin is at present 
not.great. Consequently . prices 
are hardly affected. , 
The Finencial,News, in a lead- 
ing article about the tin situation,| 
remarks that when 2 -similar 
situation arose last year the 
Dutch were able to rush addi- 
tional supplies to Britain.  Un- 
fortunately there is no such 
safety-valve today and the 
market is therefore in a danger- 
ous condition; and while no big 
consumer has yet suffered a short- 
age of cash tin, that by itself is 
no guarantee of adequate supplies 
for the future. 


Certain well-informed people 
on the market believe, however, 
that the invisible, stocks have 
greatly increased in the past year. 
and the Government has the 
option on. much of this tin if 
necessary. Consequently the 
armament programme is not en- 
dangered by the position on the 
London market—Reuter.
